▼ice President Hlzoa told Burmese authorities last week 
that the Chinese Wetiomalist problem "can tad must be** solved 
and that he thought ’further measures by the VS government are 
feasible.** As of 30 November , only 1,268 persons, including 
232 women and children had been evacuated instead of the 2,000 


troops and several hundred dependents which Taipei had stated 
would be out by that date. Very few arms have been turned in 
and they were mostly Junk. 

Ambassador Donovan la Bangkok has concluded that the 
evacuation is a farce. The Burmese regard it similarly but 
they have once again extended their cease-fire, this time to 
IS December, After this date, there are ao plans for the
